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‘‘(2) The Museum Center may be used to identify, 1

collect, preserve, display, and interpret historic artifacts 2

and artwork of significance to the United States Army. 3

‘‘(b) AUTHORITY TO ENTER INTO AGREEMENT.—(1) 4

The Secretary may enter into an agreement with the Army 5

Historical Foundation, a nonprofit organization, to sup-6

port the design, construction, and operation of the Mu-7

seum Center through gifts provided by the Foundation. 8

‘‘(2) The Secretary may require such terms and con-9

ditions in connection with any agreement authorized to be 10

entered into by this subsection as the Secretary considers 11

appropriate to protect the interests of the United States. 12

‘‘(c) DESIGN, CONSTRUCTION, AND OPERATION.—13

The Secretary may design, construct, and operate facilities 14

for the Museum Center with funds provided by the Army 15

Historical Foundation and gifts accepted under subsection 16

(d). 17

‘‘(d) USE OF CERTAIN GIFTS.—(l) Under regulations 18

prescribed by the Secretary, the Commander of the United 19

States Amy Center of Military History may, without re-20

gard to section 2601 of this title, accept, hold, administer, 21

invest, and spend any gift, devise, or bequest of personal 22

property of a value of $250,000 or less made to the United 23

States if such gift, devise, or bequest is for the benefit 24

of the Museum Center. 25
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‘‘(2) The Secretary may pay or authorize the pay-1

ment of any reasonable and necessary expense in connec-2

tion with the conveyance or transfer of a gift, devise, or 3

bequest under this sub section. 4

‘‘(e) OTHER AUTHORIZED USERS.—(1) The Sec-5

retary may make the Museum Center, or space within the 6

Museum Center, available to the public, commercial enti-7

ties, nonprofit entities, state and local governments, and 8

other departments and agencies of the Federal Govern-9

ment for such uses as deemed appropriate by the Sec-10

retary. The Secretary may charge fees for such uses. 11

‘‘(2) Funds received under paragraph (1) shall be de-12

posited into a special fund maintained by the Secretary 13

for acquisition, preservation, and conservation of rare arti-14

facts and other projects associated with the Museum Cen-15

ter and shall be available for those purposes until ex-16

pended.17

‘‘(f) FUNDRAISING.—The Army Historical Founda-18

tion may engage in fundraising operations on the grounds 19

of the Museum Center and its adjacent support facilities 20

with the approval of the Secretary of the Army.
